A total budget of $7,359,071 has 
been approved by the UK Board of 
Trustees for the Division of Col- 
leges, the Agricultural Extension 
Service, and the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station. 

Included in the budget are state 
appropriations, federal funds, stu- 
dent fees, receipts from auxiliary 
enterprises and self -liquidating 
building projects for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. The budget for 
the Division of Colleges was $343,085 
less than the amount allotted for 
the current fiscal year. The de- 
crease was made necessary by the 
drop in veteran enrollment which 
lowered grants by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

The new budget is based on an , 
anticipated enrollment of 6500 for 
1950-51. 

The largest economy will be made 
in the amount of money appro- 
priated for teaching materials, lab- 
oratory equipment, books for the 
library, maintenance of buildings 
and grounds, and the elimination 
of almost all capital outlay items. 
None of the salaries will be cut and 
very few are to be changed. 

Issues Statement 

In relation to the loss in money 



caused by the decrease in veteran 
enrollment. President H. L. Donovan 
issued the following statement: 

"For the past four years we have 
had an enrollment of 3000 to 4500 
veterans. For each of these students 
the Veterans Administration, under 
the G.I. Bill of Rights, has paid the 
University approximately $210 more 
in tuition and fees than a non- 
veteran pays for his education. 
These federal funds have helped 
pay a considerable part of the costs 
of instruction at the University dur- 
ing this period." , 

President Donovan also said that 
in the future the decrease in veteran 
enrollment will be more severe 
while the enrollment of non-veterans 
will increase. Although the Gen- 
eral Assemblv in January appro- 
priated $200,000 more for the Di- 
vision of Colleges, it will not be 
enough to offset the loss.

"There is one other point that 
needs to kg called to your attention," 
he told the trustees. "The Veterans 
Administration has decided that the 
Morrilt-Nrlson and the Bankhead- 
Jones federal funds should be ac- 
credited to the V A. for the educa- 
tion of G.I.'s. An audit was made 
by the General Accounting Office 
and we were told that they had over- 
paid the University during this 
i three-and-one-half years> period 
by $r.55.529.31. The Veterans Ad- 
ministration proceeded to withhold 
fun her payments to the University 
until the above sum was liquidated." 

He said that the step was taken 
over the protest of the land-grant 
lolleges. Action taken by the Land- 
Grant College Association caused 
the House of Representatives to 
pass a bill directing the Veterans 
Administration to restore 
liinds and to MM withholding 
in the future. The measure is now 
beforc the Senate. 

In concluding his statement. Dr. 
Donovan termed this the most dif- 
ficult budget the University has had 
lo prepare since he became pres- 
ident nine jc-.irs ago.

Added To Collection 

"Street in the Morning." a paint- 
ing by Prof. Raymond Barnhart of 
the Department of Art has been 
sold to Joseph E Seagram and Sons. 
Inc.. of Louisville, for addition to 
that organization's permanent col- 
lection of paintings by Kentucky- 
artists. 

The painting, done in pyroxylin 
lacquer, is a simplification of a resi- 
' dential street in Mexico City show- 
ing the planes of buildings in sun- 
light and shadow.

Many other examples could be 
cited which would give us an idea 
of the present industrialization of 
Bolivia.

One of the serious difficulties in

general, is the lack of fuel. Bolivia 
has no coal.
